Nixon Re-elected; 
Skins Win Title 


1972-73 proved to be an eventful year cur- 
rent-event wise.

The U.S. bit- 
terly accepted the disqualification of its two 
top sprinters, the poor decision on boxer 
Reggie Jones, and the low scoring of Ameri- 
can divers. The U.S. did have one singular 
Olympic distinction, however, as we were the 
only nation to have a member of our team win 
seven gold medals. 

The Washington Metropolitan Area, despite 
all its problems, did find a common interest: 
the Redskins. The area cheered the team on 
to their N.F.L. title, and a chance to play in 
the Superbowl. Although the Skins lost to the 
Miami Dolphins, their is no doubt in anyones’ 
mind that they will return victorious next 
year.

The Media Center — 
A New Educational System 


Run by Media Specialist, Lin Okerson, the 
air-conditioned Media Center was a new ad- 
dition to the educational system of A.H.S. 
Construction of the center began at the end 
of the last school year and was completed 
over the summer. The $80,000 project was 
designed by the staff and faculty members 
and financed by the schoo! board. 

The production room was used mainly by the 
teachers. It was divided into three rooms — 
the darkroom, the production room, and the 
Audio room. These areas helped teachers to 
make materials for classrooms, including 
such equipment as copy machines, typewrit- 
ers, recorders, and stereo sound. The lecture 
room was used for showing movies to 
students, class lectures, and individual study.
